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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner reaffirms all rejections made in the final 
Office action of all currently pending claims. With respect to applicant's arguments regarding claim 1, the motivation to combine the prior 
art of Weisman and Bhambra is that Bhambra is providing an equally comfortable and stronger lining layer material that would enhance 
the lining layer of Weisman. Wesiman does not omit a teaching of a first modulus for lining layer 61 . The lining layer is a material, 
therefore it has its own inherent first elastic modulus, and this fact does not need to be explicitly taught by Weisman in order to satisfy the 
relevant limitation of claim 1. Therefore Bhambra does not fail to remedy any deficiency in Weisman and properly teaches all elements 
missing in the teaching of Weisman. The lining layer (not topsheet as referred to by applicant which Weisman teaches with reference to 
Fig. 3, a typical absorbent article) taught by Weisman does in fact meet the limitation of a facing layer and therefore absorbent core 65 is 
adhered across its entire interface to a facing layer. Weisman clearly states that the outer cover 60 is impermeable by reference to several 
absorbent article patents incorporated by reference, and that the outer cover is joined to the lining (facing) layer 61 . Examiner has stated 
as much in the previous rejection of claim 1 . Applicant correctly notes that Weisman does not teach a first and second elastic modulus, 
however Examiner reminds applicant that the combined teaching of Weisman and Bhambra teaches a first and second elastic modulus, 
and the elements of the combined teaching are what must be overcome by applicant's claims. 
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
